About  67  percent  of  the  8,4  85  people  in  San- 
ford  age  14  or  over  are  married,   A  larger 
proportion  of  the  men  are  married  than  is  the 
case  with  women.   However,  there  are  more 
single  (never  married)  men  than  women.  While 
only  157  men  were  separated  or  divorced  in 
1960,  261  women  had  such  a  marital  status. 
Widows  outnumbered  widowers  in  the  City 
almost  five  to  one. 

More  than  half  (56  percent)  of  the  Negroes  in 
Sanford  age  14  or  over  are  married,  a  rela- 
tively low  proportion  when  compared  to  the 
white  population.   Divorced  and  separated 
Negro  women  totaled  201  whereas  Negro  men  in 
the  same  categories  only  numbered  68.

Housing 

There  were  3,586  households  in  Sanford  in 
1960.   White  households  numbered  2,936  or  78 
percent  of  the  total.   The  average  household 
size  was  3.37  members  with  the  nonwhite  house- 
hold size  somewhat  higher  at  3o72  members. 

About  20  percent  of  Sanford's  housing  units 
were  classified  by  the  Census  as  dilapidated 
or  deteriorating.   Three  out  of  four  houses 
classified  as  sound  had  a  full  complement  of 
plumbing  facilities.   The  quality  of  housing 
in  the  Jonesboro  and  West  Sanford  Township 
portions  of  Sanford  was  found  to  be  somewhat 
better  than  that  in  East  Sanford.

Some  37  percent  of  Sanford's  white  families 
live  in  rented  quarters  and  67  percent  of  the 
nonwhite  residents  rent  housing.   The  median 
gross  monthly  rent  was  $59.00  with  sixty -seven 
percent  of  the  families  paying  rents  ranging 
from  $40  to  $80  a  month.   Sixty-five  percent  of 
the  homes  in  Sanford  had  a  value  of  $15,000  or 
more  in  1960.   The  median  value  of  owner-occupied 
homes  was  $8,000.

Sanford's  civilian  labor  force  in  1960  total- 
ed 5,232  people  or  62  percent  of  the  popula- 
tion 14  years  of  age  or  older.   Only  five 
percent  of  the  civilian  labor  force  was  unem- 
ployed at  that  time.   Approximately  58  percent 
of  the  nonagr i cu  1  tur a  1  labor  force  or  2,839 
workers  were  employed  in  blue  collar  occupa- 
tions, primarily  manufacturing.   About  34  per- 
cent or  1,667  workers  were  employed  in  white 
collar  jobs  including  the  professions,  retail 
and  wholesale  trade,  and  public  administration,

The  average  annual  family  income  for  Sanford 
was  $5,405,  a  figure  somewhat  lower  than  the 
urban  North  Carolina  average  of  $5,913.  Thirty 
percent  of  Sanford's  3,171  families-had  less 
than  $3,000  in  annual  income;  85  percent  had 
less  than  $8,000. 

Nonwhite  family  incomes  average  less  than  one- 
half  of  those  of  whites.   Sixty-seven  percent 
of  the  Negro  families  had  less  than  $3,000 
annual  income.   The  people  living  in  that 
portion  of  Sanford  extending  into  West  Sanford 
Township  had  the  highest  average  family  in- 
come.  Of  the  three  townships  surrounding 
Sanford,  the  rural  residents  in  West  Sanford 
had  the  highest  income  with  $1,535  per  capita 
while  the  rural  people  in  East  Sanford  Town- 
ship had  the  lowest  income  with  $788  per 
capi  t  a  .

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TRENDS 


People  throughout  North  Caiolina  are  inoving 
across  the  landscape.  The  most  drascic  change 
of  all  is  occurring  in  the  farm  population. 
While  the  total  population  for  the  State  is 
increasing  by  about  12  percent  each  decade, 
the  farm  population  is  decreasing  in  number  as 
well  as  in  percentage  of  the  total  population. 

Farm  mechanization  and  in. proved  technology  has 
raised  and  is  still  raising  the  productivity  of 
each  farm  worker.   >!ence,  fewer  farmers  are 
needed  to  produce  the  goods  for  which  there  is 
a  demand  and  agricultural  unemployment  is 
created.   As  a  result,  rr-.any  farmers  have  ac- 
cepted nonfarm  employment  as  job  opportunities 
become  available  and  have  moved  to  or  near 
municipalities  in  order  to  be  near  their  work. 

This  off-farm  movement  has  resulted  ir  rapid 
growth  of  many  urban  centers.   rowever,  nany 
farrsrs  have  chosen  noz  to  bridge  the  gap 
completely  between  coun':.y  and  city  life  and 
have  established  homes  on  the  fringe  of 
municipal  areas.   Also,  !-any  city  folks  are 
moving  to  suburban  developments  just  outside 
of  urban  corporate  lii-  its.

The  trends  taking  place  throughout  the  State 
with  respect  to  urban,  rural  nonfaifm,  and 
rural  population  changes  are  indicative  of 
the  changes  taking  place   in  Lee  County,   Dur- 
ing the  '50*s  the  urban  population  in  Lee 
County  Increased  by  22.4  percent,  a  much 
smaller  rate  of  increase  than  the  3  1  <.  7  percent 
growth  in  the  urban  population  in  North 
Carolina.   The  county  realized  its  greatest 
growth  in  rural  nonfarm  population  and  sus- 
tained a  large  loss  in  rural  farm  population. 

The  growth  of  rural  nonfarm  population  in  the 
county  of  82.5  percent  was  double  the  increase 
for  the  State  and  the  42.7  percent  decrease  in 
the  county's  farm  population  was  a  larger  de- 
crease than  the  41.3  percent  decrease  in  the 
state's  farm  population. 

These  population  changes  in  Lee  County  have 
resulted  in  a  shift  of  the  population  towards 
Sanford.   In  1960  three  out  of  every  four 
county  residents  lived  in  Jonesboro,  East  San- 
ford, and  West  Sanford  Townships,  the  three 
townships  into  which  a  portion  of  the  City  of 
Sanford  extends. 

While  most  (64  percent)  of  these  people  live 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  Sanford,  there 
is  a  sizeable  number  of  nonfarm  residents  in 
the  three  townships.   Sixty  percent  of  all  the 
nonfarm  residents  in  the  county  live  in  these 
three  townships. 

There  is  reason  to  believe  that  many  of  the 
nonfarm  residents  in  these  three  townships

live  near  if  not  adjacent  to  the  periphery  of 
the  city.   Based  upon  a  housing  count  conducted 
in  November  1962,  there  are  approximately  4,2 
thousand  people  in  a  one -mile  area  surrounding 
the  city  corporate  limits,  about  one-third  as 
many  as  lived  in  the  corporate  limits  in  1960. 

A  large  portion  of  these  people  live  to  the 
southwest  of  old  Sanford  (the  city  before  the 
merger  with  Jonesboro),   This  section  is  re- 
ferred to  as  planning  districts  9  and  10  on 
map  3.   Planning  district  12  also  has  a  large 
number  of  people,  781  in  all.   A  little  over 
one-half  of  the  people  in  this  one-mile  area 
surrounding  the  city  live  in  planning  districts 
9,  10,  and  12. 

Since  planning  district  12  is  relatively 
large,  the  district  has  a  low  (0.38)  popula- 
tion per  acre  compared  to  districts  9  and  10. 
District  10  has  0.81  persons  per  acre,  the 
highest  number  of  people  per  acre  of  all  the 
planning  districts. 

Growth  In  Population 

Although  Lee  County  has  a  portion  of  its  area 
in  the  Coastal  Plains  and  a  portion  in  the 
Piedmont,  its  population  growth  is  more  similar 
to  that  taking  place  in  the  Piedmont,  an  in- 
dustrialized area  where  rapid  growth  is  taking 
place. 

For  several  decades  after  its  formation  in 
1907,  Lee  County  had  a  rate  of  growth  in  keep- 
ing with  the  growth  experienced  by  the  State 
but  nothing  like  the  growth  in  the  Piedmont. 
Since  1940  Lee  County  has  grown  much  faster 
than  the  State.   During  the  '40's  the  county 
experienced  a  population  growth  greater  than 
the  Piedmont  but  its  growth  during  the  '50's 
did  not  quite  keep  pace  with  that  in  the  Pied- 
mont .

All  seven  of  the  townships  in  Lee  County  are 
not  growing  at  the  same  rate.   The  four  town- 
ships not  adjacent  to  the  City  of  Sanford  are 
growing  little  if  any.    Pocket  Township  (lo- 
cated in  the  southwest  corner  of  the  county), 
with  its  increase  of  206  people  during  the 
'50's  was  the  only  township  out  of  the  four 
townships  not  adjacent  to  the  city  to  show  an 
increase  in  population.   In  fact,  the  total 
population  for  Greenwood,  Cape  Fear,  and  Deep 
River  Townships  actually  declined  by  429 
people  during  the  '50's. 

Jonesboro,  East  Sanford,  and  West  Sanford 
Townships,  the  townships  into  which  the  City 
of  Sanford  extends,  are  the  areas  in  the 
county  where  the  population  growth  is  taking 
place.   Each  passing  decade  a  larger  propor- 
tion of  the  county  population  is  reported  as 
living  in  these  three  townships.   When  the 
county  was  established  in  1907,  only  55  per- 
cent of  the  county  residents  resided  in  these 
three  townships.   In  1960,  the  proportion 
residing  in  these  townships  had  increased  to 
72  percent. 

Were  it  not  for  the  rapid  growth  taking  place 
in  the  City  of  Sanford,  there  would  be  very 
little  growth  in  Lee  County.   In  1910  one  out 
of  every  five  persons  in  the  county  lived  in 
Sanford  and  in  1960  almost  one  out  of  two 
county  residents  lived  in  Sanford. 


Sanford  's  growth  compares  very  favorably  v/i  t. 
that  of  several  other  urban  areas  of  compara 
ble  size.  Thus  far  during  this  century,  San 
ford  has  grown  faster  than  Reidsville  and  at 
about  the  same  rate  as  the  Town  of  Albeiaarlt 
However,  Sanford  has  not  kept  pace  with  the 
growth  in  Asheboro  or  Lumberton. 


Direction  of  Municipal  Growth 

Annexation  has  played  a  vital  part  in  Sanford's 
growth.   If  there  had  been  no  annexation  on  the 
part  of  Sanford  during  the  '50's  the  population 
of  10,013  in  1950  would  have  increased  by  only 
1,407  (14  percent)  by  1960.   With  the  annexa- 
tion of  833  people  during  the  decade,  the  popu- 
lation in  the  corporate  limits  increased  by  22 
percent  to  a  total  of  12,253  in  1960. 

The  most  significant  annexation  in  Sanford 
occurred  during  the  '  40 ' s  .   Jonesboro  (a  town 
of  928  people  in  1940)  1/  merged  with  Sanford 
in  1947.   Greater  Sanford  for  many  years  after 
the  merger  looked  like  a  dumbbell  on  the  map, 
bulging  at  each  end  with  a  complete  business 
and  residential  section. 

During  the  '50's  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
city  were  extended  s ou t hwe s twar d  causing  the 
city  area  to  change  so  that  it  no  longer  looked 
like  a  dumbbell.  Other  than  the  large  extension 
of  the  corporate  limits  s ou t hwes tward  along  the 
fall-line  in  1957  and  1960,  the  city  limits 
have  not  changed  drastically  since  1947.   A 
small  area  near  the  Jonesboro  corporate  limits, 
in  the  direction  of  Oldhams  Lake,  was  annexed 
in  1962.

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Map  5  shows  the  city  divided  into  planning 
districts,  with  the  total  population  and  the 
population  per  acre  for  each  district.   All 
of  the  planning  districts  except  1  and  5 
have  more  than  one  thousand  people  each. 
With  a  total  of  3,341  people,  planning  dis- 
trict 2  has  at  least  twice  as  many  people  as 
any  other  district  except  district  3,  which 
is  second  in  number  of  people  with  a  total 
of  2,453. 

Even  though  district  2  has  the  largest  popu- 
lation, the  district  ranks  second  in  number 
of  people  per  land  area  with  4,89  people  per 
acre.   Planning  district  6  ranks  first  with 
7.43  people  per  acre  and  district  3  is  third 
with  4.67  people  per  acre.,   Most  of  the  land 
in  planning  district  6  has  been  annexed  into 
the  City  of  Sanford  since  the  first  of  1957 
and  a  small  portion  of  the  land  in  district  3 
was  annexed  in  1960.

During  Che  past  decade,  1950-1960,  both  Lee 
County  and  Sanford  experienced  rapid  growth 
in  population.   Their  growth  would  have  been 
much  greater  if  in-migration  had  equaled  out- 

raigra  t  ion . 

By  adding  the  natural  Increase  in  population 
(births  minus  deaths)  during  the  decade  to 
the  1950  population,  the  number  of  expected 
people  can  be  determined  for  1960.   When  the 
expected  population  is  compared  with  the 
actual  population,  it  can  be  determined 
whether  there  was  a  migration  loss  or  gain. 

When  the  expected  population  is  compared  with 
the  actual  population  for  both  Lee  County  and 
Sanford,  it  becomes  obvious  that  each  had  a 
net  migration  loss  during  the  '50's.   Lee 
County  had  2,134  fewer  people  in  1960  than 
expected  and  Sanford  had  1,056  fewer  resldenis 
than  would  be  expected  from  the  number  of 
births  minus  deaths  during  the  decade. 

Nine  out  of  every  10  persons  migrating  out  of 
the  county  during  the  decade  were  Negroes. 
Twenty-four  percent  of  the  expected  Negro 
population  for  1960  migrated  out  of  the  county 
during  the  '50's.   A  total  of  1,890  Negroes 
left.   Only  1.2  percent  (244)  of  the  expected 
white  people  left  the  county.

While  8»5  percent  of  the  expected  Sanford 
population  left  the  city  during  the  *50's, 
only  7 o 4  percent  of  the  expected  Lee  County 
population  migrated  out  of  the  county  during 
the  decade.   It  is  likely  that  some  of  the 
1,056  persons  who  moved  out  of  the  corporate 
limits  moved  just  outside  the  city  and  were 
annexed  back  into  the  city  when  the  corporate 
limits  were  extended  recently  and  some  still 
remain  in  residential  developments  outside 
the  city.

There  are  many  reasons  why  people  move  from 
one  place  to  another.   Probably  the  principal 
cause  of  migration  in  the  search  for  better 
employment  opportunities  elsewhere. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  migration  Is 
a  two  way  street.   While  some  people  are 
migrating  from  one  area,  others  are  migrating 
to  that  same  area.   Many  of  the  residents  of 
Lee  County  and  Sanford  at  one  time  lived  out- 
side of  the  Cbuntyn   Twenty-three  percent  of 
the  population  five  years  of  age  or  older  in 
Sanford  in  1960  11  ved  outside  of  Lee  County

The  fact  that  there  is  a  net  loss  of  people 
from  the  city  limits  and  a  net  loss  of  people 
in  the  county  due  to  migration  cannot  be 
ignored.   This  migration  loss  offers  a  chal- 
lenge to  both  the  county  and  city  to  provide 
better  social  and  economic  opportunities  for 
the  people^ 

To  better  understand  the  migration  problem,  it 
is  helpful  to  look  at  the  age  of  the  people 
migrating.   This  can  be  done  by  noting  the 
number  of  people  in  a  given  age  group  in  1950 
and  looking  at  the  age  group  ten  years  older 
in  1960  to  see  how  many  of  the  people  are 
still  in  the  area.   When  this  is  done  for  San- 
ford  and  Lee  County  some  unusual  migration 
patterns  by  age  groups  become  evident.  (See 
Chart  5). 

Much  and  perhaps  most  of  the  loss  in  popu- 
lation in  the  older  age  groups  is  the  result 
of  death  and  not  migration.   Judging  from  the 
high  10  year  survival  rates  for  the  State  for 
the  age  groups  under  40  years  of  age,  it  is 
likely  that  death  was  an  insignificant  factor 
in  the  relatively  large  decreases  in  some  of 
the  age  groups  under  40. 
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Negroes  In  practically  every  age  group  left 
the  county  in  largp  numbers.   Also,  large  num- 
bers of  Negroes  in  almost  every  age  group  left 
the  City  of  Sanf ord  ■ 

As  for  the  white  population,  for  the  most  part, 
those  leaving  the  county  were  5-14  in  1950 
(15-24  in  1960)  and  those  leaving  the  city  were 
older  than  24  in  1950  (34  or  older  in  1960)- 
This  follows  a  state  and  national  trend  in 
which  the  older  urban  residents,  upon  earning 
more  money,  move  to  suburbs  or  exurbs  -  out  be- 
yond the  suburbs  -  to  rear  their  children.

As  a  result  of  out-migration,  Negroes  not  only 
represent  a  decreasing  proportion  of  the  popu- 
lation in  Lee  County  and  Sanford,  they  actually 
decreased  in  number  in  the  county  during  the 
'  50  '  s  and  increased  by  only  172  during  the  de- 
cade in  Sanford. 

During  the  past  two  decades,  the  number  of 
women  in  Sanford  was  larger  than  the  number  of 
men  but  the  opposite  was  true  for  the  county

county  had  increased  faster  than  the  number  of 
men  and  the  women  represented  50,8  percent  of 
the  population.   Women  in  Sanford  have  consist- 
ently represented  51  percent  or  more  of  the 
population.   In  1960,  they  represented  52  per- 
cent.  Women  naturally  outlive  men  and  are 
less  inclined  to  migrate. 

Due  to  the  rapid  developments  in  medical 
science  and  nutrition,  life  expectancy  is  on 
the  increaseo   As  a  result  of  this,  older 
citizens  are  not  only  increasing  in  number; 
they  also  represent  an  ever  increasing  pro- 
portion of  the  population.   In  1940  people  60 
years  of  age  or  older  made  up  7„1  percent  of 
Sanford's  population  and  by  1960  the  elder 
citizens  represented  10  percent. 

Even  though  there  has  been  much  fluctuation 
in  the  proportion  of  the  population  under  20 
years  of  age,  the  proportion  in  this  age  group 
is  on  the  rise^   Since  the  population  under  20 
and  over  64  represents  an  ever  Increasing 
percentage  of  the  population,  this  means  that 
production  workers  (those  20-59)  represent  a 
decreasing  proportion  of  the  population. 

The  older  production  workers,  those  40-59, 
have  increased  in  percentage  each  decade  since 
1940  while  those  younger,  those  20-39,  have 
decreased  in  percentage.   In  1940  the  people 
age  20-59  represented  almost  57  percent  of 
the  population  and  in  1960  they  represented 
only  50  percent, 

Hous  ing 


The  number  of  houses  in  Sanford  is  increasing 
faster  than  the  population.   For  the  past  two 
decades,  the  median  number  of  persons  per 
occupied  home  has  decreased  and  the  percentage 
of  the  housing  units  occupied  has  declined 
also.

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The  condition  of  housing  has  improved  too.  In 
1940,  sixty-three  percent  of  the  homes  were 
listed  as  sound  and  in  1960  eighty  percent 
were  classified  as  sound,  little  change  from 
the  situation  existing  in  1950.   Great  improve- 
ments have  been  made  in  adding  a  full  comple- 
ment of  plumbing  facilities  to  the  houses. 
Only  40  percent  of  the  sound  houses  had  all 
plumbing  facilities  in  1940  and  1960  almost 
three  out  of  every  four  houses  classified  as 
sound  had  a  full  complement  of  plumbing  facil- 
ities . 


In  1950,  eleven  percent  of  the  owner-occupied 
homes  were  dilapidated.  By  1960  the  proportion 
of  the  owner-occupied  homes  classified  as 
dilapidated  had  shrunk  to  less  than  one  per- 
cent.  The  condition  of  the  renter-occupied 
homes  improved  during  the  '50's  but  not  nearly 
as  much  as  did  the  homes  occupied  by  owners. 
Even  in  1960  almost  10  percent  of  the  renter- 
occupied  homes  were  dilapidated. 


Home  ownership  is  on  the  increase  in  Sanford. 
In  1960,  fifty-eight  percent  of  the  homes 
were  occupied  by  owners.   This  is  a  Big  jump 
from  the  37  percent  of  the  homes  that  were 
occupied  by  owners  in  1940.   The  proportion 
of  the  white  families  renting  homes  dropped 
sharply  during  the  '50's  but  there  was  only 
a  slight  increase  during  the  decade  in  the 
proportion  of  the  Negro  families  who  rent  the 
homes  in  which  they  live.
